doctor drank a glass of ajilk aud call- 
ed for a Georgia watermelon. This he 
tapped, dug his hand into it and ate 
heartily.

to his mouth, he remarked,

Panic in a ciiar«h~FrlKlkt«aed Wor 


sbipers Cllmbivs tbe P l l l i m 
and l4eaplns Over tlie Altar 
Rail«. 
A recent dispatch says that a wild 
panic ensued in St. Theresa'slRoman 
Catholic church caused by a cry of 
"mad dog" in the midst of the second 
mass. 
These masses are celebrated ev- 
t t-y Sunday morning at 8:30, 9 and 
10:30 respectively. 
At the first and 
third masses the attendance ia com- 
paratively light, but at 9 o'clock the 
church is filled with worshipers. Yes- 
terday the church wa-s crowded to the 
doors. 
At the most solemn part of 
the services, just as Father Lane was 
about to descend the altar steps to ad- 
minister the Holy Communion, the 
worshipers were startled by the yelp 
of a dog, followed by cries of 
"mad 
dog!" 
Instantly the congregation 
were on their feet and a rush was 
made for the doors of the church, 
which opened on Broad street. Num- 
bers of persons were standing in and 
about the vestibule. 
As they felt the 
presure from within, they had to give 
way, and the throng came surging 
down the steps and into the street, 
some of the weaker being lifted from 
their feet and carried with the multi- 
tude. 


At the other end of the 
church 
I>eople were equally frightened, and 
quite a number—all women and girls 
believing their exit by the Broad 
street doors cut off, ran toward tbe 
altar and climbed or tumbled over the 
rail into the sacristy. 
Two young 
men climbed the gallery pillars as if 
to escape danger. 
Then tho yelping 
was heiird again, this lime in the ves- 
tibule. 
Cries of "Mad dog!" con- 
tinued at the door. 
While the peo- 
ple near the entrances were excitedly 
jostling to get into the street, a large 
number of people in the forward part 
of the church, 
ru.shed 
toward the 
altar and the sacristy dour. 
Half a 
dozen or more men and women leaped 
over the sanctuary railing, and their 
example was followed by a crowd of 
young folks, principally 
half-grown 
girls. 
Twenty or more of these girls 
forced their way through the s. cristy 
door in spite of the sexton's efforts to 
keet) them back, and, running through 
the parochial residence, made their 
wiiy into Catharine street. Two wom- 
en 
fainted 
and others 
screamed. 
Women and children rushed here aud 
there, dropping prayer-books, rosarieF, 
handkerchiefs, hats, and other arti- 
cles, which strewed the floor on all 
sides. 


The celebrant of the mass, an assist 
ant priest from St. John'?, turned 
around at the beginning of the con 
fusion and raised his hands as if to 
signify that there was no occa.^ion for 
excitement. 
Father Lane, who had 
also been in the sanctuary from the 
beginning of the mass, took no notice 
of the disturbance when it broke out, 
nor until he had descended tbe altar 
steps, administered the blessed sacra- 
ment to the seven or eight communi- 
cants, and returned 
to the altar 
though the people were rusliing by 
him toward the sacristy door, 
llav 
ing returned to tbe altar and deposit- 
ed upon it the sacred vessel contain 
iug the biessed saerament, 
Kilher 
Lane quietly turned about and ad 
dressed them so calmly that in a mo- 
ment all were m their acats again, 
and fear wa.a apparently dispelled. 
The celebration of the mass went on 
as if there had been no interruption. 


It was evibsequentiy

that a little dog following a woman 
into the church was caught on the 
front steps by two or three mi.-!chiev- 
ouH boys, one p[ whom stuc K a pin 
into tiie anifnal's tail.
